CLON'ERNOOK  is  located  in  a very  beautiful  setting 
on  a tract  of  twenty-nine  acres  of  rolling  country. 
In  summer  the  dwellings  are  almost  hidden  from 
view  bv  beautiful  forest  trees.  A barberry  hedge  extend- 
ing six  hundred  feet  across  the  front  of  the  property  gives 
privacy  to  the  place  and  adds  greatly  to  its  beauty.  The 
long  stretch  of  spirea  and  other  flowering  bushes  to- 
gether with  the  lavender  iris,  pink  hollyhocks  and  rhe 
blossoms  of  many  fruit  trees  really  make  Clovernook  a 
place  of  beauty.  While  our  ''family”  cannot  see  the 
beauty  they  sense  the  charm  and  enjoy  the  fragrance. 

The  dwellings  are  simply  furnished  but  in  a manner 
to  make  them  home-like  and  attractive.  There  is  no  ap- 
pearance of  an  institution. 

The  family  of  thirty-eight  women  is  a happy  one  be- 
cause all  are  busy  and  interested  in  their  work.  All  have 
some  household  duties  and  most  of  them  spend  seven 
hours  a day,  five  days  a week,  either  in  the  weaving  or 
printing  shop.  The  evenings  are  spent  with  their  radios, 
card  games,  playing  the  piano,  and  occasionally  going 
to  the  movies  or  concerts. 

On  account  of  continued  high  prices  of  materials  the 
weaving  has  been  confined  chiefly  to  "hit  or  miss”  rugs. 
All  new  material  is  used  and  a great  deal  of  it  dyed  as 
every  effort  is  made  to  have  them  as  attractive  as  pos- 
sible. We  are  thankful  to  say  there  has  been  a demand 
for  all  they  can  produce.  Wool  knee  blankets  also  con- 
tinue to  be  popular  so  this  department  has  been  very  busy. 

The  Braille  Printing  shop  has  been  busy  with  orders 
for  books  from  the  Library  of  Congress  and  with  the 
nine  magazines  published.  The  magazines  are  sent  to 
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January  1,  1948  to  January  1,  1949 

every  stare  and  to  many  countries  abroad.  As  this  work 
increased  it  was  impossible  to  get  it  out  on  the  three 
Platen  presses.  There  was  no  Braille  press  available  so  an 
ink  press  was  bought  and  reconstructed  for  Braille  work. 
It  has  a capacity  of  twenty-five  hundred  pages  an  hour 
and  will  be  used  entirely  for  magazines.  It  means  much 
more  work  can  be  accomplished.  The  blind  do  not  operate 
the  presses  or  bind  the  books  but  do  all  the  other  work 
— the  Braille  stereotyping  (taking  dictation  from  the 
Dictaphone),  proof-reading,  collating,  sewing  books, 
wire  stitching  of  magazines  and  packing  the  books  and 
magazines  for  shipping. 

So  many  appreciative  letters  have  been  received  we 
shall  give  a few.
